additional children's programs; to add a section for Young 
Adults; to create meeting room spaces that will be avail- 
able to all townspeople; and, to add to the services we 
already provide by making available more books, more 
periodicals, more computers, more study spaces, and 
more programs — things we just don't have room for 
now."

it," Selectman Denham said. "A park is not allowed in 
that zoning area. We were accused of ram-rodding it 
through the ZBA (at the last Town Meeting)." 

"I don't think anything the Board of Selectmen 
did that night was (out of line)," supporter and committee 
member Joe Booth said. "I just wanted to go on record 
and say you were unfairly treated that night."

eighty percent of the parcel is zoned for business." 

"I'm a little confused because we were going 
forward ... then we were taken off the permit," Chief 
Lyons said.

"It's one of the most ambitious and nicest collabo- 
rations between the town, the CBB and the state," Mr. 
Kenney said. "We're very close to the end of this project, 
which has been going on for two and a half years. The 
beauty of it is this annex (runs) through Washburn Park, 
and is full of trails. This parcel will still be in cranberry 
production, and I think this is absolutely a wonderful, 
win-win situation for everybody." 

Lee Hayes added that the Sippican Land Trust is 
now about halfway through their goal of getting 25 
percent of the 9,000 acres of land in Marion preserved for 
open space. "When we started, we had about 1,000 acres," 
he said. "With this and the Haskell Swamp purchase, I'm 
going to guess that we're somewhere in the 1,600-acre 
area. We're making progress." 

The board unanimously voted to approve the 
conservation restriction on the parcel as requested. 

Under the Town Administrator's report for the 
week, Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted: 

• The board needed to vote on an agreement with 
Camp, Dresser and McKee (CDM) for the preliminary 
design for the wastewater treatment facility.

• She discussed the position of Sealer of Weights 
and Measures with Sealer John DeMello of Mattapoisett. 
With the required start-up costs for funding a new 
position, he suggested Marion continue using the state's 
sealer and then determine if we want to hire their own at 
a later date. Ms. Enroth-Whitlock added the board also 
needs to come up with a fee schedule for the year. 

• The Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) sent information regarding the Goldovitz property 
purchase, suggesting it should be registered under the 
Water Management Act. "We need to decide if we want to 
have it (registered) or not (registered)," she said. "I've sent 
this to Town Counsel ... but have not heard back yet." The 
board agreed to request that it be registered as recom- 
mended by the DEP.

site. Town Accountant Claudette Coutu questioned if 
these additional personnel should be paid a standard 
hourly rate, or the detail rate of $30 per hour. 

"The (Board of Selectmen) did vote that details 
for the (Fire Department) personnel would be paid the 
same rate as police details," Selectman Ryan said. "I'd 
entertain a motion to pay the detail rate as long as what 
needs to be done for Memorial School is done. After that, 
it should be just the (standard) hourly rate." 

The board unanimously voted to pay the "detail 
rate" as such as long as someone is required to monitor 
calls from Memorial School. 

At 6:15 pm the board met again with members of 
the Board of Assessors to continue the Tax Classification 
Hearing from the previous week. Assessor John Mello 
explained that the auditor from the Department of 
Revenue (DOR) has yet to complete his work in conduct- 
ing a revaluation of the town, so they need to continue the 
Classification Hearing for one more week.

[Editor's Note: This is a copy of a letter sent to the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen this week.] 

Since the Conservation Commission (ConCom) on 
November 27 closed its public hearing on The Regatta and 
related wetlands issues, a question has been raised that deserves 
an answer. 

Those residents concerned with the wetlands, runoff 
and the potential for more flooding along the so-called Town 
Beach Brook had asked that a performance bond be obtained by 
the developer to run for a period of years as a means of protec-

tion should The Regatta's engineered detention ponds and 
runoff system eventually fail. Surely the developer — or the 
engineering firm — must be held accountable. 

The ConCom turned this request down after its 
Chairman announced he had talked with the state and learned it 
already requires a bond be obtained. But there was no explana- 
tion of what that performance bond covers exactly. 

If it covers more than just the construction of the 
building and includes the complete runoff system for a period of 
time necessary to determine if that system works (say 10-20 
years), then I would say that issue is covered. If it does not, then 
the taxpayers of this town are at risk. 

A continuation of flooding problems along that brook 
will, of course, turn suffering homeowners to seek some relief. 
And if the town keeps allowing projects in the area bounded by 
Church Street, North Street and Route 6 (and that includes The 
Regatta, a new Water Department building, and a new and 
expanded Fire Station), I would think the town's responsibility 
grows significantly. 

In regards to The Regatta, I would ask the Selectmen to 
determine what the state-required performance bond covers in 
detail and if there are still issues to contend with to let the 
ConCom know that it will have to include another bond dealing 
with runoff. 

In the event of any future failure of the system, the

I have come to the conclusion that Mattapoisett 
residents are not only victims of misinformation by town 
officials, but even more "unadvertised information." Nothing 
could fit this category as well as the recent news that our Center 
School and Old Hammondtown teachers were working without 
a contract.

the situation. Instead of trying to constructively resolve the 
matter, School Committee members wrongly criticized the 
teachers, accusing them of grandstanding and involving the 
children.

that of adjacent communities with comparable job requirements. 
I fully endorse this and encourage the community to do the 
same. 

Our teachers, however, must recognize the challenge of 
accomplishing "fairness" in Mattapoisett, created by a number 
of factors. 

First, you must recognize that fair wages for 
Mattapoisett teachers are a very low priority with most town 
officials. Our Board of Selectmen insist on a ludicrous $1.2 
million police budget in a town of 6,400 people. According to 
some of our officials we need to build a new $2.5 million Water 
and Sewer Building. We need a new Harbormaster building. We 
need a new 30-foot enclosed Harbormaster boat. Officials don't 
think twice before carelessly exposing the town to costly 
lawsuits. Both past and present, poor planning, misplaced 
priorities, and reckless conduct is costly and will continue to 
compromise the teachers ability to achieve fair wages. 

Secondly, you must realize that a double standard does 
exist in Mattapoisett, separating the establishment and their 
cohorts from "the others." The teachers, clearly part of "the 
others," are not entitled to the same considerations as those in 
the graces of the machine. How long have the police ever 
worked without a contract? How long would a teacher keep his 
or her job after losing their drivers license for drunk driving or 
committing acts of domestic abuse severe enough to require 
ordered batterers' treatment programs and counseling? Does the 
drunk and disorderly bunch of town officials and employees at 
the wharf on summer nights include teachers? Do our teachers 
spend countless hours in the local watering hole and drive home 
plastered while the local police look the other way? Do we hire 
the least qualified individual for a ranking teacher's position? It 
was only at the last Annual Town Meeting that (Selectman) Ray 
Andrews argued for a significant pay raise for the Executive

(2) Restoring the leaded glass schooner which was over 
the same door; and 

(3) Installing a completely new flagpole set-up in the 
middle of the front lawn. 

The lanterns require extensive work to strip the frame 
down to the original copper, replace the whole undersection 
which is completely corroded, replace the broken access door 
and install a lock, replace the plastic panels with lexan and have 
a port and starboard panel as remembered by many former 
students and completely rewiring the unit. It was exciting when 
an old picture of the lanterns was located and we found out 
what the missing original finial looked like. 

The finial is the most expensive part of the job. It 
requires a pattern to be made from which a mold will be made 
into which molten bronze will be poured and come as close as 
possible to duplicating the original item. A sculptor who 
attended Sippican School several years ago has expressed 
interest in this part of the project. 

The leaded glass schooner was to have been re- 
installed in its original location over the main doors on Spring 
Street but the dimensions of the new construction will not 
permit this. The panel shows extensive damage from being 
exposed to the weather for over 50 years. After it has been 
repaired the decision has been made to suspend it behind the 
glass panels over the doors where it will be very visible and 
where it will be protected for the next 50 years. 

Luckily, a family in town is donating the new flagpole 
in memory of a loved one, so that item is completed. 

Since the first notice of our financial problems was 
presented, we have received a few donations of $100 from 
families whose children and grandchildren have attended

NEW CAT CARE 

1 have acquired a third cat and am wondering 
what veterinary care he needs? 

The first thing is to take the cat to your vet- 
erinarian and have him tested for Feline Leu- 
kemia Virus and Feline AIDS. If he tests posi- 
tive for either of these viruses you will have 
to decide whether you want to risk exposure 
of your other 2 cats. If you decide to keep a 
leukemia or feline AIDS positive cat he 
should be kept indoors so he doesn't interact 
with your neighbors cats. All cats should be 
vaccinated for Rabies and Distemper as well 
as for upper respiratory viral infections.

The Man Who Wasn't There. Starring Billy Bob Thornton 
and Frances McDormand. Directed by Joel Coen. Running 
time: 116 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Hoyts Nickelodeon 
in North Falmouth and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

After a couple of frisky larks — the stoner rhapsody The Big 
Lebowski and the yodelling fable O Brother, Where Art Thou ? — Joel 
and Ethan Coen are back cruising the streets oifilm noir mood and 
menace in The Man Who Wasn't There. This will likely be the only 
Coen film ever to share its title with a 3-D sex comedy, and I have 
no doubt that the Coens, whose roots are in '80s grindhouse (Joel 
helped edit Sam Raimi's The Evil Dead), knew about the 1983 film 
with Steve Guttenberg as an invisible man visiting, among other 
places, a girls' shower room. So the title is prankish and deliberately 
pulpy; the film's style itself is austere and crisp (Roger Deakins 
did the black-and-white photography), but the Coens are still 
jokers at heart, and the movie is a joke of the driest, most deadpan 
kind. 

The deadpan starts with Billy Bob Thornton as Ed Crane, a 
barber who seems spiritually immobilized, and you quickly 
understand why the Coens cast Thornton — he has the fatalistic 
slouch of a Bogart or a Mitchum, and for the first time here he has 
a more promising camera face thanhis wife's. Ed's thoroughgoing 
quietude in any situation is good for uneasy laughs, and we also 
hear his narration, which does not sound as if Tie's telling this 
story at poolside in the Bahamas. Thornton looks and speaks 
uncannily like a B-movie actor circa 1949 (when the film is set), 
except it's an A-movie performance — Thornton does wonders 
within the tabula rasa of words and gestures he's limited to. 

Ed wants to be more than a barber, but doesn't know how; he 
has resigned himself to what he has come to see as an unexciting 
life, with an unexciting wife, Doris (Coen staple Frances 
McDormand, who enjoys one of the funnier drunken scenes on 
film). When an oily hustler (Jon Polito, who can always be 
counted on to add some oil to a Coen film) offers to bring Ed in on 
a get-rich-quick scheme involving dry cleaning — if Ed will just 
kick in $10,000 — Ed accepts, then goes about figuring out how to 
get the money. As luck would have it, Doris is cheating on him 
with Big Dave (James Gandolfini, filling John Goodman's usual 
role), her boss; Ed decides to blackmail Big Dave. Of course, it's 
far from that simple. 

As I've said before, noir is not about plot twists so much as a 
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general doomed-from-birth attitude solidified by the plot twists, 
which act as one door after another slamming shut behind our 
hero until he's trapped by his own animal desperation. The Man 
Who Wasn't There is awfully short on animal desperation, or 
animal anything, which is part of the Coens' sly up-ending of the 
genre. Ed has no inner life, no passion; the closest he comes to the 
latter is his fondness for a young girl (Scarlett Johansson) who 
plays piano — he takes an interest in her talent and thinks there's 
a career in it for her. But even then he's such a lukewarm cod that 
when the girl calls him an "enthusiast," the very idea of him being 
enthused gets one of the script's weirdest laughs. 

In true Coen form, the following things happen: blood flows 
ostentatiously; a large man screams at the camera (a favorite Coen 
visual); said camera fixates on a particular action (a woman's leg 
being shaved) only to bring it out again later for an ironic curtain 
call; and once again, the pursuit of money brings only damnation. 
The Coens give us heroes with reasonable enough goals, who 
resort to unreasonable tactics to achieve them; part of the comedy 
of their work is that the consequences are so out of proportion to 
the characters' basic intent, and this is why the Coens have often 
been labelled wanton boys pulling the wings off flies. 

Here, at least, the absurdist cruelty has context; as Ed slumps 
through one misfortune after another, he becomes a walking 
commentary on an entire genre. The Man Who Wasn't There may 
not be as immediately engaging as the Coens' other movies — it 
has few fanciful "Coen moments" and will be the least likely film 
in the portfolio to be watched and cackled over repeatedly — but 
it's still a gorgeous piece of work, as different from the Coens' 
other films as the other films are from each other. Even a mere 
Coen exercise in style is worthwhile, because they not only have 
style, they understand it.

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While My Guitar Gently Weeps

And then there were two. Strange as it may 
seem, the Fab Four was sadly reduced to 
the Truncated Two last week with the ex- 
pected but melancholy passing of guitar- 
ist George Harrison ... you know, "The 
Quiet One." Alternately regarded as both 
the silent soul of The Beatles and the mem- 
ber who was least comfortable with the 
trappings of fame and stardom, Harrison 
carved a niche for himself as the spiritual guru of the group, 
a man who forever struggled to step out from the looming 
shadows of John Lennon and Paul McCartney. 

Unlike drummer Ringo Starr, who always seemed con- 
tent to remain behind his kit for the most part, Harrison 
did eventually manage to break out as a solid singer/ 
songwriter and penned such Beatles staples as "Here 
Comes the Sun," "Something" and "While My Guitar Gen- 
tly Weeps." He later embarked on a reputable solo career 
which spawned hits like "My Sweet Lord," "Crackerbox 
Palace" and "Got My Mind Set On You." His tunes were 
often more introspective and philosophical than Lennon's 
mind games and certainly darker and less pop-oriented 
than McCartney's bouncy melodies. But although they 
were decidedly different, they remained as well-crafted 
and catchy as the best Lennon /McCartney compositions. 

With all the tributes and media coverage of Harrison's 
passing this past week, it's hard not to be reminded of the 
same nearly-universal experience which swept the world 
almost eleven years to the date. Like many people, I grew 
up listening to The Beatles and considered myself a fan; so 
December 1980 sticks in my mind the way most people 
recall President John F. Kennedy's 1963 assassination. Ar- 
riving at school early that morning, I can clearly recall en- 
countering a friend and fellow music fan who walked 
down the hall to his locker in stunned disbelief. "They shot 
John Lennon," was all he said. Granted, it was a lone luna- 
tic and not the conspiracy-obsessed "they" who killed the 
Walrus, but I understood what he meant. Until that mo- 
ment, I think all Beatles fans and music enthusiasts still 
harbored a glimmer of hope that the group might, some- 
day, reunite and resurrect the magic that once was. 
Lennon's passing became the first nail in Sergeant Pepper's 
coffin. 

Even though Harrison's recent death was less shock- 
ing than his bandmate's — indeed, somewhat anticipated 
given his recent health problems — it still hit fans hard, 




knowing that another link to their past was now gone. But 
like Lennon, Harrison didn't depart without leaving his 
mark ... not only in the music industry, but also as a major 
backer of movies through his Handmade Films company, 
which produced the likes of Monty Python's Life of Brian 
(in which he made a rare cameo apperance) and Pythoner 
Terry Gilliam's Time Bandits. 

In the 1980's he also joined fellow "geezer" rockers 
Bob Dylan, Roy Orbison, Tom Petty and Jeff Lynne as the 
fictional "Traveling Wilburys" which yielded two great al- 
bums of material. And his charitable efforts and work to 
foster a message of peace and love did not go unnoticed, 
as British Prime Minister Tony Blair noted in a statement 
last week. 

But for me, Harrison will always be the strong-silent 
type who prefers to remain in the background or on the 
sidelines. That's not to say his contributions were any less 
important — indeed, Harrison's backing vocals and gui- 
tar were an integral part of The Beatles' sound — but he 
was the template for what would become the "mysterious 
guitar player" for virtually every rock band thereafter. You 
had the edgy rocker (Lennon), the classically-trained 
popster (McCartney), the fun-loving prankster (Starr), and 
the sombre brooder (Harrison). It was the perfect chemis- 
try for the perfect band at just the right time. Now two key 
elements of that pitch-perfect formula are forever gone. 

Yet Harrison's legacy lives on in the clanging riffs of 
"She Loves You," "Ticket to Ride" and "A Hard Day's 
Night." Roll over, Beethoven ... and make room for George.
